San California, 
received widespread attention 
throughout the world. (Most peopte 
it is believed are opposed to mob yfo- 
lence, and especially in Canada people 
are greatly lynching. In 
many ways United States is different 
from Canada. Here criminals are 
dealt with speedily and surely, Acros 
the line criminals turned loose 
all too frequently even when it is ab- 
soluttely certain that they are guilty 
of the crime for which arrested, 

The San Jose lynching was, we bee 
lieve the direct result. of the lax court 
methods arross the line. An indig- 
nant public rose to mete out primil- 
tive justice to a common enemy, Too 
often have kidnappers come before the 
legitimate courts of the country, only 
to be freed by a friendly judge, or i 
convicted of the atrocious crime, pa- 
roled later on by a friendly governor. 

The atrocity at San Jose was a 
most unfortunate affair, not because 
two kidnappers were hanged, but it 
was unfortunate that the people of 
California are called upon to take the 
law into their own hands to be assur- 
ed that kidnappers are punished, 

Reports from all over the United 
States appear every, day in the news- 
papers, describing kidnappings by the

A rightly indignant populace assert- 
ed itself in San Jose, The American 
courts were not efficient enough in 
their dealings with atrocious murder- 
ers and kidnappers, That a mur- 
derer or a kidnapper can be set free 
just because u period wes in the 
wrong place in ‘the indictment, or be- 
cause it was not brought in at the 
preliminary that the kidnapper or 
murderer had fallen out of his high 
chair when very young, is enough to 
make any public dindignant—and in 
many trials across the kine such is 
the case, 

It is to be ‘hoped that the San Jose 
affair will have a strong effect on 
the American courts, and that kidnap- 
pers and murderers will be summar- 
ily dealt with—tbecause if the people 
of the States were certain that justice 
would be meted out swiftly and sure- 
ly they would not resort to “lynch 
law.”

Legtess Caddy Leads Blind War Vet- 
eran And Directs Putts 

Since uv. Aitken, of Cowgate, Eng- 
land, returned from the war, totally 
blind, he has been playing golf. And 
now he can make a perfect 150 yard 
drive and putt with amazing ac- 
curacy. 

The sightless golfer perfected his 
game by tireless devotion. At every 
hour of the day he was out on the 
course practising, with the aid of his 
caddy, until he had perfected the sys- 
tem which overcomes his handicap. 

The caddy has lost both his legs. 
He not only followed Aitken’s drives 
and leads the golfer to them but is an 
invaluable aid in, puttin

Persons wishing to dis- 
Play their patriotism bought nails, 
ranging in price from one mark to 
hundreds of marks, and drove them 
into the effigy. The first 26 days 
following the dedication of the statue 
205,000 marks were spent in this 
fashion. 

About a year after the end of the 
war, runs the story in, the Berlin 
newspaper, the inter-allied’ military 
commission ordered the removal of 
the “iron Hindenburg,” perhaps for 
aesthetic reasons. Just about that 
time the financial“concern entrusted 
with the exploitation of the statue in 
the interest of the war sufferers went 
into bankruptcy and the nail-studded 
figure went under the auctioneer’s 
hammer, A Berlin company bought 
it with the announced intention of 
selling it to some patriotic groups in 
East Prussia. Then it disappeared. 

A few weeks ago, the Vossische 
Zeitung put a reporter on the old 
mystery with orders to solve it. Here 
is the end of the story. 

“I telephoned all the officials. 
Everywhere the same answer. “We 
have been looking for it ourselves for 
years in vain.” Neither did the office 
of the Reich’s president know any- 
thing about it.” 

Then there was a clue. The re- 
porter investigated all the timber 
yards on the north side and, sure 
enough, in a little shed at Hoch- 
strasse 11, lay the-head of the statue, 
carefully preserved. The owner shrug- 
ged his shoulders and said: “All I 
know is that the image was stored 
here one day because the patriotic 
societies couldn’t pay the cost of 
dismantling and_ transportation.”

THREE IN ONE RECIPE 


(Bran Muffins, Waffles and Griddle 
’ Cakes) 
% cup shortening. 
1% cup sugar. 
8 eggs (well beaten). 
1% cups sour milk. 
1% cups bran. 
2 cups flour. 
teaspoons baking powder. 
1 teaspoon soda. 
1 teaspoon salt. 


Cream shortening and sugar. Add 
eggs, sour milk and bran and let soak 
until most of moisture is taken up. 
Sift flour with baking powder, soda 
and salt and add to first mixture— 
stirring only unti) flour disappears. 
Bake in greased muffin tins in a mod- 
erate oven (400 degrees Fahrenheit) 
for 20 to 25 minutes or in a hot waf- 
fle iron: Some of the mixture may be 
thinned with water or milk and used 
for griddle cakes. 

Yield: 16 small muffins, 3 waffles or 
8 griddle cakes. 
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STUFFED FLANK STEAK 


Have a flank ‘steak trimmed and 
scored; that is, cut all over the sur- 
face in criss-cross lines. Mix together 
one cup bread crumbs; one small on- 
ion, chopped; one-half cup grated raw 
carrot; one-half cup finely diced cel- 
ery; ohne tablespoon minced parsley; 
one teaspoon sugar; salt and pepper 
to taste, and one-third cup hot water 
or enough to moisten. Spread this 
mixture over the flank steak. Roll up 
as tightly as possible. Tie firmly and 
sprinkle with flour, pepper and salt. 
Brown quickly in hot fat. Then place | 
in a covered pan and bake in a mod- 
erate oven for one and one-half hours. 
Baste two or three times during the 
cooking with two tablespoons butter 
melted in one-third cup boiling water. 
When done, remove the strings. Serve 
with brown gravy made from the fat 
in the pan.

Strange tales of life in the Turks 
and Caicos Islands, British posses- 
sions in the West Indies, have been 
brought back to London by Harold 
Ernest Phillips, British commissioner 
of this dependency for the past ten 
years. 

Phillips is retiring after 40 years’ 
work in the colonial service. 

Nearly all the people in the Turks 
and Caicos are cousins, and os 
descendants of slaves work in - 
dom side by side with descendants 
of slave-owners, most of them én-| 
gazed in the production of marine 
salt. The salt is widely used in the 
United States for ice-cream making 
and meat-packing. 

“Perhaps the stranrest thing about 
‘hese islands,’ says Phillips, “is the 
fact that generations of intermarry- 
ing has made the population one 
great family. 

“Nearly everybody is the cousin of 
evervbodv else. They call each other 
by their Christian names, and should 
a man get drunk—not a frequent oc- | 
currence—his friends will call the dis- 
trict constable who will say, ‘Now 


we'll have to tie you up.” Bill nearly 
always goes quietly, for physical vio- 
lence is a thing almost unknown in 
the islands. : 

“In their whole history there has} 
been only one case of murder, and} 
that was committed by a foreign sai- 
lor. A brawl is a very rare occur- 
rence, and the average total prison 
population is two or three out of a 
total population of 5,600. 

“There is no social life whatever 
in the Turks and Caicos Islands, and 
there are not ten English residents.

Japanese Keep Christmas 


Although Not Christian Nation, Day | 
Is Widely Observed 

Japan will celebrate Christmas this 
year-with her usual fervor despite 
the fact few Japanese are Christians. 

Observance of the Christmas holi- 
days has grown with the years and 
has been carefully fostered by retail 
merchants, who, years ago, saw in 
the foreign custom of giving gifts at 
Christmas time an opportunity to in- 
crease their trade. 

Big department stores here will be 
decorated with holly, mistletoe and 
evergreen for a month and some of 
them will employ Russian refugees to 
dress in the traditional garb of Kris 
Krinkle and mingle with the throngs 
of shoppers. 

Because of hard times, most shops 
will feature gifts this year selling at 
not more than Yen 10, or about $7.

A new industry which will give a 
great stimulis to potato farming fs 
to be launched by the Irish Free 
State Government. 

It proposes to create a £5,000,000 
State. development fund to finance 
the beet sugar manufacture at Thur- 
les, Tuam and Mallow, and also to 
start thé manufacture on a commer- 
cial scale of alcohol from potatoes. 

It is claimed that alcohol for in- 
dustrial purposes, or even for con- 
version into a potent spirit like 
brandy, can be obtained from pota- 
toes at the cost of 6 pence a gallon. 

It is also hoped to obtain from the 
potatoes which bulk so largely in 
Irish agriculture, motor-car spirit, 
dyes, and fuel for spirit lamps. 

The plan is to set up, through the 
Free State, factories where the pota- 
toes would be pulped and fermented, 
and the industrial alcohol distilled 
from it. The distilleries would be in 
the centre of the potato-farming 
areas. 

The alcohol can be put to a variety 
of uses. It will be mixed with petrol 
for use in motor cars. Its volatile 
oils will be used in scents and its 
resins and lacquer products used in 
connection with the new plastic and 
coach-building industries which the | 
Government is anxioug to stimulate. |

‘teokng around with the militid” he 
would do more business. No Doubt his 
friends were thus criticizing him when, 
in the training season of 1013-1914, 
thkieen candidates appeared on the 
practical portion of the militia staff 
course, Twelve of them became gen- 
erals of various grades and one Conps 
commander, With walt his ehthusiasm 
jor the gume, it would have been sur- 
prising if Currie had not risen to a 
copmost place, Lesser commanders 
chere were in tho field— attaHon and 
origade commanders—who knew per- 
fectly the routine of trench warfare 
as fought on the Western Front; but 
Currie wag not a man of routine. 
There is no reason to believe that with 
all his knowledge of military science, 
in respect of which he was second to 
no professtonal goldier, plus his ex- 
ceptional administrative ability, he 
would have been less famous as a 
conps commander ‘on the Bastern or 
other front where the stalemate, the 
‘nerve-racking humdrum of trench 
routine had not get in and where nor- 
mal fluid warfare was being ‘waged. 
These are points which may not be 
overlooked when Sir Anthur Currie is 
being dited as an instance of a civilian 
who made good as a soldier. His life 
does not prove that soldiers can be 
made in six weeks, as some will try 
to tell us. His rise to ‘the command, 
far from heing “meteoric” the 
climax of years and years of intensive 
study and training. 

His death removes a great figure 
from Canadian life and Canadian his- 
tory. His office in MicGill University 
was mot a mere reward for his war 
services... Obviously the man who had 
commanded the most famous conps in 
the British Expeditionary Force was 
one of rare attainment and it was the 
benefit of these qualifications that 
the University enjoyed during his life-

Like his commander-in-chief, Sir 
Douglas Haig, Sir Arthur Currie never 
lost touch with his men. They were 
forever his first concern. He concern- 
trated his post-war life on interest in 
their welfare and the war-worn vet- 
eran, tHe soldier’; widow in her dis- 
tress, the soldier's orphan in his help- 
lessness could ‘always count on a 
friend in Currie.’' He felt his respons-

Sir ‘Arthur Currie’s Hurial place will 
be a hallowed shrine for Canada and 
Canadians. We do not know yet whe.

monument like Wellington's in &t. 
Paul's or Bonaparte’s in the Invalides, 
but whatever the form it will be sym- 
bolic of a great Cause.

“Caroline,” which includes studies in 
the physics, chemistry and marine 
and plant life of the waters north of 
Puerto Rico, covering an area extend- 
ing from Santo Domingo to the Vir- 
gin Islands, has only begun. 

Under the direction of Dr. Paul 
Bartsch of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the exploration, pursued for two 
months has been made possible by the 
joint effort of a group of scientists 
and: the co-operation of Hldridge 
Reeves Johnson, who contributed the 
use of his yacht and financed the as- 
sembling and installation in it of spe- 
cial equipment and apparatus. 

This winter's exploration was in 
reality in the nature of a sampling 
expedition. Primarily it was planned 
for the purpose of determining what 
scientific equipment was needed for a 
detailed survey which is to continue 
through four winters. Actually much 
more was accomplished. The Caroline 
gathered many specimens of deep-sea

British Foreign Secretary Tells About 
Nation’s All-Round Policy 

Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, told financlal London at a| 
luncheon the other day that Britain's | 
all-round foreign policy possessed 
qualities that would contribute migat- 
ily to a peaceful solution of current 
problems. ‘“‘We have tried to conduct 
our affairs,” he said, ‘“‘on a basis that 
we mean to maintain, so far as we 
are concerned, on friendly relations 
with all the world.

Experiment A Success 


Potatoes Grown From Seed Is Russia's 
Latest Discovery 

A revolution in the technique of 
raising potatoes is promised by So- 
viet agricultural experts. 

After a series of experiments con- 
ducted in the past two years, it is an- 
nounced that potato seeds have been 
found which can be sowed instead of 
the potato itself. The discovery, cred- 
ited to agriculturists in the Ukraine, 
will mean an enormous saving in po- 
tatoes. Taus, if the method is applied 
throughout the Soviet Union, 9.000,- 
000 bushels of potatoes would b> 
saved. 

The experiments were made wth 
the. small berries which appear on the 
potato plant when it is in fower, Each 
of these berries contain about 30 
seeds. By sowing these seeds M. 
Ovcharenko, the agricultur'st who 
discovered the method, obta’ned four 
tons of potatoes from an acre of 12nd, 
and the quality of the potatoes was 
higher than where the potatoes had 


‘been raised in the normal manner. 


This year considerable acreage was 
planted with seeds, and the results, 
according to the press, were com- 
pletely satisfactory.
